The Words that have the greateſt Affinity 
with thoſe now before us of any in the Chap- 
ter, are what we read in the End of the 5th 
Verſe: The Poor have the Gofpel preached unte 
them: Which Poor in that Verſe, feems pfain- 

to defign the fame Perſons with Babes in 

is: Thoſe Things which were bid from the 
wiſe and prudent, and revealed unto. Babes, we 
may naturally interpret of the glad Tidings 
of that Goſpel, which the Pbor hau preached 
unto them: The Poverty in one Place, and the 
Infancy in the other, are of the ſame Extent, 
both have an Allegorical Meaning beſides 
thei plain and literal One, and imply not 
onhy a Meanneſs of Fortune and Depreſſion 
as to out ward Circumſtances, but a Poverty 
of ‘Spirit and Dejectedneſs of Mind; not 
only the Weakneſs and Ignorance, but the 
artleſs and undiſguiſed Simplicity, the Open- 
neſa, Candor, and Submiſſion of a little 
Child: Such a State, in ſnhort, as had both the 
greateſt Need of ſpiritual laſtruction, and 
was beſt qualiſied to receiye it. Theſe were 


the Poor to whom the Gofpel was preach d; 
theſe the Babes; to whom thofe Things were 
thought 
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thought fit to be réveald which were hid from 
the worldly wife. 
The only Difference between the two 
Paflages feems to be, that what our Saviour 
had urg'd in the 3th Verſe, as a Proof of 
his own Miſſion, and an Argument that he 
was the true Meſſiah, he makes another Uſe 
of at this 25th Verſe, where Caſter a pretty 
long Digreſſion, containing à Character of 
St. John Baptiſt, and a Reproof to thoſe un- 
corrigible, unbelieving Cities, in which he 
had chiefly wrought his Miracles,) he takes

Next to the many Leétures that are preached in and about 
London, on the Occafion of thefe Schools, it may very well be 
faid, that nothing has tended fo much to the Increafing the Num- 
ber of them, and the Contributions to them, as the Publick 
Examination of the Children in their Schools, where, at cer- 
tain Times, (befides the Examination by the Truftees and Bene-

When the Monies fubfcribed or collected, have been more than 
fofficient to defray the ordinary Charge of a School, the Over- 
plus, together with the Cafual Gifts, has been applied fometimes 
to the increafing the Number of Schools in the fame Places, or the 
Number of the Scholars; fometimes to the putting out Children 
Apprentices, as appears by the Account annex’d, and fometimes to
